Oklahom a City, Okla., April 24—The 


legislative displeasure over vetoes of 
Gov. Cruce was made m ore pronounc­ 
ed today by repassage of both the bill 
abolishing the position of State E n­ 
forcem ent Officer and the bill shut­ 
ting down the jobs of tw elve Deputy 
Game and Fish W ardens. 
The Enforcem ent Officer bill went 
over on roll call to the House y ester­ 
day and com pleted its trip through 
the Senate today, there being 
cast 
thirty-tw o out of forty votes against 
the G overnor’s position. 
While the going was good Senator 
McClintic called from th e P resident’s 
desk the bill by him self and Senator 
Aycock abolishing places of the Dep­ 
uty W ardens, and th at w'as 
passed 
over the G overnor’s veto by a vote of 
thirty-tw o to nine. 
On first com ple­ 
tion of roll call 
there 
w ere 
only 
tw enty-eight votes for the bill, two 
short of che required num ber. 
Sen­ 
ato rs Edm unson and Dutton, quickly j 
sw ithched from “no” to “aye,” m ak-t 
ing it safe and following them cam e i 
Senators K endrick and M itchell, both I 
of whom had answ ered on the nega- ■ 
live side. 
On the Enforcem ent O fficer’s 
bill 
the following voted to sustain 
the 
G overnor’s veto m essage: 
Senators 
B oart, C arpenter, Franklin, 
H arlin, 
McMechan. Russell, W arner and W at­ 
ers. 
S en ato r Blasingam e was excused 
from voting. 
The only absent mem­ 
ber was Senator C urran, all other 
m em bers of the Senate voting against 
the G overnor’s veto. 
Those voting to support the Gover­ 
n o r’s veto of the Deputy Game W ar­ 
den bill were Senators Austin. B are­ 
foot, Briggs. McMechan and W aterous. 
All other m em bers of the Senate save 
C urran voted ag ainst the G overnor’s 
position.

United States Consul Long at No­ 
gales, Mexico, tells of a peculiar peo­ 
ple known as the 8eris Indians, who 
occupy Tiburon island, In the Gulf of 
California. He says that the island of 
Tiburon is one of the largest and moat 
picturesque in the Gulf of California, 
and is peopled by a most remarkable 
tribe of Indians, who are 
noted for 
their large size and extraordinary ath­ 
letics on land and water. Those who 
have w itnessed their aquatic sports a t 
a respectful 
distance 
declare 
th at 
m any of them can actually walk. or 
rath er run, upon the w ater with no 
other assistance than broad rawhide 
shoes. The consul states th at they are 
expert fishermen and huntsmen, hav­ 
ing rigid ideas as to the maintenance 
of game preserves on their island and 
limiting the killing of game under se­ 
vere penalties 
They destroy all chil­ 
dren In infancy that are malformed or 
apparently lacking in intelligence. 
In 
this way the standard of physical and 
tnental conditions in both sexes la kept 
very high. 
T he native* have no 
school, but 
each home has a system of physical 
training. 
No man is allowed to pene­ 
trate the island, even if he should 
make a landing. 
The natives guard 
the shores day and night. 
It is said 
that no epidem ics have ever prevailed 
on the island, aDd disease is scarcely 
known am ong this extraordinary peo­ 
ple. so that the men and women are 
m agnificent in physical endowment. 
No man or woman is allowed to live 
beyond the age of 70, no m atter how 
well preserved la body and mind.
